DELFAST.—(By the Associated Press:)—The curfe.w was reimposed here 
D 
Monday as a result of the disorders of Sunday. 
Belfast now is the 


only piace in Ireland under the curfew regulation, despite the truce terms 
by which the curfew was raised generally. 


Quiet was reported prevailing in ail districts following Sunday's dis- 


orders and bloodshed. 
Inquiries at. hospitals showed persons wounded 


during the riot were progressing satisfactorily although a £ew were be- 
lieved to be in a critical condition. About sixty persons are still in the 
hospitals. 


Fourteen were killed, upwards of four score wounded and eighty 


houses burned in the Sunday disorders. 


The quiet was disturbed before merning had progressed far. 
A great 


deal of revolver firing developed in Stanhope street and the adjoining 
Carrick Hill districts. 
At one hospital six cases of bullet wounds were 


treated. 
A bakery wagon was stopped in Lancaster street and the driver 


was' beaten.

Two Policies 


HE rfiiestion of intcrnntional policy of which 


the Fordney tariff bill v,-ill be the storm cen- 


ler is n perplexing one. Here come into conflict 
Itwo opposing conceptions of national policy. 
•One. is the essentially free trade theory upon 
•which England built up her -world commerce. 
Where it Li reciprocal it opens all doors to us, 
and ours to others. The other is the protective 
theory, in \vhich wo close our doors to outsid- 
ers, keeping home markets for home business 
and getting little foreign trade. Of late years we 
had come to a compromise between the two. 
seeking to fix a tariff that would as nearly as 
possible equal the difference in cost of produc- 
tion at home and abroad, plus freight, thus 
equalizing competition. 


As has been pointed out in this page, the 


Fordney tariff bill is a new departure in tariff 
making, not only going back to the protective 
principle, but also protecting the profits of the 
American producer upon such terms as auto- 
matically to bar foreign competition by a tariff 
;wall that rises higher as American prices are 
advanced. 


On the broad question of what policy will 


lest serve the American workman and Amer- 
'ican laborer alike congress faces a condition of 
unprecedented difficulties. 
Obviously the. way
